cross. 

The Black Country an¬ 
them I Vow To Thee Black 
Country by folk band The 
Empty Can, was also played 
during the handover of their 
certificates. 

The song was declared the 
area’s official anthem in the 
run up to the Black Country 
Day on July 14. It is being 
released and proceeds will 
go towards Wolverhamp¬ 
ton’s Compton Hospice.

More homes 
being built 
across region 

THE number of large housing estates being 
built in the region has gone up by a quarter 
since a shake-up of planning rules, new fig¬ 
ures revealed today. 

Figures show councils across nine bor¬ 
oughs and districts approved 33 more large- 
scale housing estates — those with at least 
10 homes — in 2013 than in 2011. 

It comes following the relaxation of the 
planning laws and amid calls for an urgent 
review of green belt rules to allow more 
homes to be built in rural areas. 

Sandwell has seen the biggest increase 
in large-scale housing estates with the 
borough council approving 34 in 2013 com¬ 
pared with 21 two years earlier. Dudley saw 
numbers rise from 11 to 17. In South Staf¬ 
fordshire the increase was from two to four. 

More homes are on the way. More than 
100 homes have been provided at Dudley’s 
Friars Gate, off Priory Road, with some 
residents using the Government’s Help to 
Buy scheme. Communities secretary Eric 
Pickles visited the new estate last month. 

One recent site, subject of a further ap¬ 
plication, is for the former Springfield and 
Brickhouse neighbourhood office in Rowley 
Regis, which is going to be demolished and 
replaced with housing.

There have beeen 116 cases in Stafford¬ 
shire which prompted the county’s public 
health boss Mark Sutton, Staffordshire 
County Council’s public health boss to say: 
“We are asking parents to remain vigilant 
for signs and to contact their GP if they 
are concerned their child may have scarlet 
fever. Although scarlet fever was once a 
serious illness the good news is that these 
days it can usually be treated effectively 
with antibiotics.” 

Symptoms include the characteris¬ 
tic pink-red rash, sore throat, fever and 
headache and is most common in children 
under the age of eight, although adults can 
also develop the fever. 

Impact 

Efforts are continuing to find out why 
the number of cases of scarlet fever have 
increased so alarmingly. More recent fig¬ 
ures suggested a possible decline in the 
rate of the increase but health chiefs say 
they have to assess the impact of children 
returning to school after the Easter break. 

The alert was first raised in early April 
when the number of reported cases region¬ 
ally stood at 255, compared to 98 at the 
same time last year. Investigations con¬ 
tinue across the UK to assess whether a 
new strain may have emerged. 

Bosses at Public Health England (PHE) 
said that figures showed that cases tended 
to spike around every four years. It is not 
known why. Schools and nurseries are 
being urged to follow hand hygiene prac¬ 
tice as part of daily routines for pupils and 
staff. They are urged to alert health pro¬ 
tection teams if an outbreak is suspected. 

Children and adults are being reminded 
to cover their mouths and noses with a tis¬ 
sue when they cough and sneeze.

CONTROVERSIAL Bir¬ 
mingham to London rail 
project HS2 will go ahead 
— despite opposition from 
rebel Tories including Dud¬ 
ley South MP Chris Kelly. 

Work on the first phase of 
the £50 billion scheme, in¬ 
cluding new stations in Bir¬ 
mingham’s Curzon Street 
and beside Birmingham 
Airport, will start in 2017. 

The project was pushed 
through by a vote in the 
House of Common, despite 
41 MPs voting against it. 

Among the rebels was 
Dudley South Tory Chris 
Kelly. His fellow Conserv¬ 
ative MPs Margot James, 
who represents Stourbridge, 
and James Morris, Hale¬ 
sowen and Rowley Regis 
voted in favour, as did La¬ 
bour MP for Dudley North 
Ian Austin. 

Supporters say the line 
promises thousands of jobs 
and will cut the journey be¬ 
tween London and Birming¬ 
ham to 49 minutes. 

Mr Kelly said: “To get 
from any part of the Black 
Country to the new HS2 sta¬ 
tion in Birmingham during 
the day will, optimistically, 
take at least an hour by 
car, more like 90 minutes 
in the usual levels of traffic, 
or longer by public trans¬ 
port. That’s before the high 
speed train has left the sta¬ 
tion. Current Sandwell and 
Dudley to London Euston 
services will be reduced and 
journey times extended.”

Plumber sent to prison 
for ripping off customers 


A PLUMBER who conned thousands of 
pounds customers by overcharging them 
has been jailed for 16 months. 

Steven Greenaway ripped off elderly victims 
across the Black Country and Worcestershire while 
a sub-contractor for emergency call-out companies. 

In five cases since 2010, he overcharged customers by 
£3,825 for work such as repairing leaking pipes

fined over 
illegal cigs 

MORE than £6,000 worth 
of illegal cigarettes were 
seized by trading standards 
during a raid at a house in 
Coseley, a court was told. 

Officers swooped on the 
home of 59-year-old Linda 
Clayton in February last 
year. They discovered 900 
packets of cigarettes at the 
address in Pirrey Close. 
None had the correct safety 
markings and UK duty had 
not been paid on them. 

Clayton appeared before 
Dudley magistrates where 
she pleaded guilty to two 
charges under the Con¬ 
sumer Protection from Un¬ 
fair Trading Regulations 
2008. She was fined £1,100 
and ordered to pay £230 
costs and £110 victim sur¬ 
charge. 

The cigarettes were 
handed over to trading 
standards to be destroyed. 

Director of Urban Envi¬ 
ronment for Dudley Council 
John Millar said: “Not only 
do illegal cigarettes cheat 
the system, they can often 
have more harmful effects 
on the consumer than reg¬ 
ular cigarettes because we 
have no way of knowing 
what is in them.” 


geted after Greenaway was 
convicted on two counts of 
fraud relating to work for 
a 78-year-old Oldbury man 
with Huntington’s disease. 

Sentencing the 41-year- 
old from Kidderminster 
at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court, Judge Michael Chal- 
linor said the age of his vic¬ 
tims made the 13 charges 
of fraud he admitted even 
more serious. He said: “You 
left your victims shocked at 
demands and feeling foolish 
and dismayed that they had 
been deceived.” 

Greenaway had ‘seriously 
overcharged’ forwork which 
was sometimes inadequately 
carried out or not needed. 

Greenaway, of Marlpool 
Lane, pleaded not to be 
jailed, saying imprisonment 
would be ‘hard’ for his fam¬ 
ily. But prosecutor Mark 
Jackson described Greena¬ 
way as a ‘convicted confi¬ 
dence fraudster’. 

A woman from Cradley 
Heath was charged £1,527 
to fix leaks and install a new 
toilet system but the toi¬ 
let still does not work. Her 
insurance company would 
only pay £200. Another vic¬ 
tim, from Halesowen, was 
charged £787 to repair a 
downstairs toilet. Some of 
the work was not needed. 

Judge Challinor took into 
account three offences relat¬ 
ing to work for an 81-year- 
old widow, from Dudley. 

The case was brought by 
Sandwell Council trading 
standards.

YOU know you’re getting old when your hol¬ 
idays start looking more like pilgrimages. 
By the time this appears, I should be taking 
a wee dram in the bar of the hotel in the little 
Scottish village that is forever Furness. 

It was here in 1982 that a little-known film direc¬ 
tor, Bill Forsyth, brought together a small team of 
actors and one global superstar, Burt Lancaster, to 
make a movie which made the whole world smile. 

On paper, Local Hero is simply a story of a Texas oil 
company trying to turn a little Scottish bay into the pet¬ 
rochemical capital of Europe, without bargaining on 
some canny locals and one stubborn old hermit (Fulton 
Mackay) who claims he owns the beach. But it actually 
goes much deeper. Local Hero is a film about values, 
weighing the world-conquering dollar against the simple 
pleasures of a quiet life. 

The young oil executives sent to clinch the deal, McIn¬ 
tyre (Peter Riegert) and Oldsen (Peter Capaldi), quickly 
go native. First their ties disappear, then the smart jack¬ 
ets. Gathering seashells, McIntyre leaves his prized wrist- 
watch by a rock pool. As the tide rises you hear the alarm 
call, the tune of The Yellow Rose of Texas (“conference 
time in Houston”) fading under the waves. 

Forsyth set the fictional village of Furness in the re¬ 
al-life fishing village of Pennan, near Fraserburgh on the 
bleak north-east coast of Scotland. Ever since we saw the 
film more than 30 years ago, we promised that one day we 
would make the long trek to Pennan and stay at the little 
hotel where McIntyre, slipping into local ways, orders a 
42-year-old whisky and, when he’s told it’s not available 
says: “Well give me four eight-year olds and a ten-year 
old.” 

Local Hero became part of my 40-year love affair with 
Scotland, an affair which has taken me from the white 
beaches of Benbecula to salmon fishing in Thurso, from 
malt-whisky tasting in Leith to the wild moors of Corrour, 
to the romance of the West Highland Line and the endless 
fascination of sailing on Loch Lomond. As the referendum 
on independence draws closer, It occurs to me that I have 
never regarded Scotland as anything other than a sep¬ 
arate country, a place apart in culture, language, bank¬ 
notes, food and attitudes. 

The thing that strikes me time after time, and which 
seems so odd to us English, is the kinship between Scots. 
It’s not that they all love each other but there is a quiet 
conviction, no matter where they meet, that to be Scottish 
is to belong to a very exclusive club. It is a kinship which 
transcends wealth and class, religion, politics, clan and 
even the old Highland-Lowland divide. It is based largely 
on the shared and bonding experience of living next door 
to the English. Which raises the question of what hap¬ 
pens if and when the Scots vote for independence. What 
becomes of that kinship when you remove the unifying 
factor, the common enemy, the frightful Sassenach? Does 
Scotland become one proud nation? Or might it simply 
become ungovernable?

AND finally in Furness, there’s the immortal red tele¬ 
phone box. In the days before mobiles, the phone box was 
the only link between Mr Happer the oil magnate in Hou¬ 
ston and his man McIntyre in Furness. It’s still there, on 
the seafront by the hotel, and is reputed to be the most 
telephoned, and possibly the most famous, phone box in 
the world. If you’ve seen the unbearably poignant ending 
of Local Hero, as McIntyre tries to ring Furness from his 
flat in Houston, you’ll know why.

Permission for the new 
properties was on condition 
that developers Selbourne 
Homes carried out restora¬ 
tion work on the three-sto¬ 
rey Wordsley Manor, built 
in 1727. ermission and listed 
building consent to restore 
the two-storey section of 
the east wing has now been 
approved by council officers. 

Selbourne Homes’ appli¬ 
cation says that both east 
and west wings are ‘dilap¬ 
idated and in a dangerous 
state of repair’. The east 
wing used to house ervants’ 
quarters while the west 
wing contained coach house, 
stables, tack room and 
forge, with saddlery above. 
Mr Firmstone’s family has 
lived at the Grade II listed 
red brick building for more 
than 160 years.

Wife of drug baron kicked out of nursing

THE wife of Black Country drugs lord John 
Anslow has been struck off the nursing reg¬ 
ister after laundering cash for her husband. 

Luan Anslow stashed some of the pro¬ 
ceeds from her husband John’s drug dealing 
operation in her bank account, a hearing 
was told. The nurse, who worked in the 
emergency department at Russells Hall 
Hospital, spent £28,000 on cars. 

John Anslow became Britain’s most 
wanted man when he escaped from a prison 
van in January 2012 and fled to northern 
Cyprus. The 33-year-old, from Tipton, is 
currently serving a combined 29-year sen¬ 


tence - 22 years for conspiracy to supply co¬ 
caine and cannabis and seven years and two 
months for his violent prison escape. 

His wife was convicted of transferring 
and concealing criminal property last May 
at Wolverhampton Crown Court and sen¬ 
tenced to 18 months’ jail suspended for two 
years. She was also ordered to carry out 220 
hours of unpaid work and to pay £27,999 or 
risk a year in jail. 

A hearing of the Nursing and Midwifery 
Council in London, which Anslow did not 
attend, saw the former nurse kicked out of 
the profession due to her criminal past. The 


allegation was that her fitness to practice 
was impaired because of her conviction. Her 
representative Alexander Dos Santos said 
she regretted the actions which led to her 
conviction. 

But panel chairman Lucinda Barnett 
said: “Mrs Anslow had involved herself, and 
benefited from, an illegal enterprise relat¬ 
ing to money obtained by drug trafficking. 
She had clearly disregarded the law and 
therefore breached her responsibilities as a 
registered nurse.” 

It was ordered that Anslow’s name be re¬ 
moved from the nursing register. 


Motorist killed himself 
after hit-and-run death 


A DRINK-DRIVER who knocked down a 
great-grandfather, who later died, killed him¬ 
self as police got closer to charging him, an 
inquest heard. 

Stephen Johnson, aged 41, had driven to buy a takeaway 
curry despite having been drinking for three hours when he 
hit 85-year-old Bernard Betts as the pensioner was walking 
his dog in Barrs Road, Cradley Heath. 


Theft led to 
ambulance 
power cut 

AN AMBULANCE training 
centre was deprived of pow¬ 
er for five days after thieves 
stole 40ft of cable. 

Staff at the West Mid¬ 
lands Ambulance Service 
centre in Sedgley were 
forced to relocate to other 
venues while work costing 
thousands of pounds took 
place to restore power. 

Thieves had broken into 
the nearby sub-station, 
which carries 11,000 volt 
cables, before digging up 
a 40ft stretch of cable and 
stripping it of copper wiring. 

The trust had to organise 
emergency generators and 
additional security. 

Julian Rhodes, head of 
training and education, 
said: “We are hugely disap¬ 
pointed that someone has 
caused this unnecessary 
problem to a service which 
is here to help the public in 
their hour of need. 

“Whilst operational staff 
are not based here, we train 
literally hundreds of oper¬ 
ational staff every week to 
improve patient care. What 
these thieves did was not 
only damaging to the trust 
but extremely dangerous as 
they could’ve been killed.” 


On turning up at friend 
Philip Davy’s brother’s 
house with food down his 
top, he told Mr Davy an¬ 
other car had crashed into 
him and driven off. 

But a week later, Mr 
Davy, who worked for Mr 
Johnson’s paving company 
Pave To Perfection, was told 
by his brother in a pub that 
the 41-year-old had knocked 
Mr Betts down. 

Mr Davy told police, who 
then interviewed Mr John¬ 
son but he still denied 
knocking down the pen¬ 
sioner. 

On February 3 last year, 
three weeks after he had 
been hit in the road outside 
his house, Mr Betts died at 
Russells Hall Hospital. 

On March 20 last year, 
Mr Johnson killed himself. 
His mother found him dead 
in bed at his home in Stour¬ 
bridge, the inquest was told. 

At an inquest at Dudley 
Coroner’s Court last week 
Pc Chris Blount said: “If 
he (Mr Johnson) hadn’t 
committed suicide he would 
have faced charges.” 

Debris from the scene of 
the crash matched Mr John¬ 
son’s car. 

Black Country Coroner 
Robin Balmain said Mr 
Betts’ death was caused by 
a chest infection and head 
and pelvic injuries suffered 
in the crash. 

Mr Betts left a widow Lil¬ 
ian, aged 84. Their son Les, 
65, said: ““The inquest fi- 
nally gives us some closure.”

Having just returned from a 
short break in Holland, three 
things spring to mind. Firstly, 
what a beautiful corner of the 
world it is, with its elegant archi¬ 
tecture, lovingly preserved wind¬ 
mills and scenic canals. 

If only we were half so good 
at making the most of our ca¬ 
nals and old buildings in the 
Black Country, then it would be 
a much better place to live, work 
and shop. 

Secondly, it did strike me how 
absurd it was that it took just 55 
minutes to fly from Birmingham 
to Amsterdam, the journey ends 
up taking more than six hours by 
the time you have negotiated se¬ 
curity and customs at either end, 
found somewhere affordable to 
park, and spent the customary 
half hour haggling with the car 
hire people on arrival. 

But most of all, it struck me 
how terrifying it can be walking 
around otherwise genteel towns 
and cities which have been tak¬ 
en over by militant cyclists. 

It all looks so respectful in Van 
Der Valk, where little old ladies 
in period costume gently amble 
over the bridges, smiling at the 
pedestrians walking by. 

But in reality, they just come 
whizzing at you from all direc¬ 
tions, manically ringing their 
bells to order you out of their 
path. The only thing you can do 
is play hopscotch as you seek to 
avoid one after another. 

And if you’re driving, it is even 
more un-nerving, as they just 
shoot across the road at their 
designated crossing points, 
without giving a second thought 
to what might be coming in their 
direction. Convinced of their 
own invincibility, these people 
never give a second thought to 
the Green Cross code. 

But strangest of all is the zeal 
that people in that country have 
for cycling. To them, particularly 
the young, cycling is not simply 
a hobby or a means of transport, 
it is a way of life that must never 
be questioned. 

Perhaps it is the result of years 
of indoctrination in schools, or 
maybe just something which has 
been ingrained into their culture 
through the centuries. But it 
does serve as a worrying point¬ 
er as to what could happen over 
here in years to come. 

Politicians talk benignly about 
‘the need to encourage cycling’. 

Cycling has its place, and may¬ 
be if more people were encour¬ 
aged to use this means of trans¬ 
port, there could be a reduction 
in congestion on our roads.How- 
ever, if anybody wants to see 
what happens when it is unques- 
tioningly accepted as something 
which should be encouraged at 
all costs, they should go to Am¬ 
sterdam. 




A history of the high 
life in Black Country 



JONATHAN PRITCHARD 

reports on an archive which 
has been delving into the 
past of high rise living 

FOR some they are a blot on 
the landscape. 

But, love them, or loathe them, 
tower blocks have been a familiar 
site on the Black Country’s skyline 
for decades and have provided a 
place to call home for thousands of 
people. 

Now a new archive is documenting the 
history of the tower blocks which sprang 
up - and came back down again - since 
1960s onwards. 

The archive has been set up by a group 
called Distinctly Black Country, which 
studies the history of the area. 

Landmarks 

Members are appealing for help from 
members of the public to help them col¬ 
late details of the region’s landmarks. 

Paul Quigley, project researcher, said: 
“Council housing is a big part of the 
architecture of the Black Country, but 
there is very little written about it’s his¬ 
tory. They have affected the lives of hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of people who have 
lived there. We are focused on the tower 
blocks of the 1960s at the moment, but 
we are welcoming any help we can get 
from the public.” 

Thirty volunteers have been working 
on the project since autumn last year, 
along with staff based at Wolverhampton 
Art Gallery. 

They have been collecting the materi¬ 
als to go on a website on the subject, as 
well as stories from people whose lives 
are connected to the blocks. 

Their investigations have so far fo¬ 
cused on 20 tower blocks in the centre of 
the Black Country across Bilston, Dar- 
laston, Tipton, Wednesbury, Wednesfield 
and Willenhall. 


Mr Quigley said: “They are quite a 
controversial type of architecture but 
for all their bad points they are still a 
big part of the area. 

“People think that their experience 
in the tower blocks doesn’t mean any¬ 
thing. But what we are trying to say is 
that if you don’t record your memories 
then it is going to be lost forever. 

“It is the sort of thing that future 
generations will be interested in.” 

The work carried out by researchers 
has led to the discovery of maps and 
original planning documents, along 


with the council reports which led to 
the demolition of flats. There are also 
written testimonies from former ten¬ 
ants, more than 150 photographs, and 
a comprehensive list of all 276 tower 
blocks ever built in the Black Country, 
produced by author Miles Glendinning. 

Mr Quigley said there are a range of 
interesting items on the website includ¬ 
ing Butterfield Court in Eves Hill, Dud¬ 
ley, which featured on the iconic cover 
of the 1971 Led Zeppelin IV album. The 
flats were home to the band’s drummer 
John Bonham who died in 1980. 


Mr Quigley added the archive con¬ 
tained other interesting facts: “There is 
a Wednesfield tenants handbook, which 
also has a ‘care of a bath’ section, which 
we found hilarious. 

“There are also pictures of Grange 
Court, just off the Ring Road in Wol¬ 
verhampton which was described as the 
city’s first high rise.” 

And he went on to add: “Bolton Court 
in Sandwell was called a ‘gateway to the 
town’ meaning Tipton, by the chair of 
housing when it was opened in 1965. It 
became part of the huge demolition pro¬ 
gramme by Sandwell Council, more than 
60 blocks, and now only the car parks 
remain.” 

But while there is already a wide 
range of material for web users to 
browse through, project leaders are now 
on the lookout for further items and sto¬ 
ries to add, as well as new volunteers to 
help with the investigation. 

Mr Quigley said: “The materials we’ve 
found so far provide a great insight into 
the blocks themselves and also the lives 
led within them, but we are always look¬ 
ing to add more to add to the website.” 

One person who is championing the 
positive aspects of high rise life is Dave 
Cocker, who has lived in tower blocks 
for many years, and says he has happy 
memories of the experience. 

He currently resides in Russell Court 
in Graiseley, Wolverhampton, but had 
previously lived in Wesley Court in 
Portobello, Willenhall. He said: “When 
I lived at Wesley Court the community 
spirit was very good. You knew everyone 
on your level, if not the block. We used 
to be quite naughty back then because 
we would go onto the roof and have bar¬ 
becues. We were all adults and we were 
quite safe but we would go up there and 
sunbathe, or read, and just relax.”

And Labour MP Miss Vaz, who 
represents Walsall South, said: 
“According to the Office for Na¬ 
tional Statistics, unemployment 
in the West Midlands has risen to 
8.2 per cent, can the Chancellor 
explain why?” 

But Mr Osborne said unem¬ 
ployment in Walsall South is 
down 20 per cent and that the 
number of people in work in the 
West Midlands dropped while 
Labour were in power.Mr Os¬ 
borne has plenty of numbers 
at his disposal and they appear 
to be on his side. But the suc¬ 
cess of his latest budget will be 
judged on how much money 
people think they have in their 
pocket and businesses have in 
the bank - and whether or not 
they spend it.

Sound career choice for 
a Black Country rocker

FROM rigging up the PA sys¬ 
tem at Dudley Council meet¬ 
ings to touring the world 
with Liam Gallagher, life has 
taken a rock ‘n’ roll turn for 
Black Country sound engi¬ 
neer Jonathan Simcox. 

The 35-year-old from Wollaston, 
first sat in front of a mixing desk as 
a teenager at the former Ice House 
Studios in Enville Street, Stourbridge, 
after his mother phoned to see if her 
music fanatic son could see how it was 
done. He hasn’t looked back. 

After paying his dues on the tribute 
act circuit and monitoring the sound 
for councillors at meetings, the former 
Ridgewood High School pupil is now 
on many top bands’ tour crews. 

Guitarist 

Now guitarist Jon, who lives in 
London, has been announced as a ful¬ 
ly-fledged member of Quinton-based 
rock band The Twang, with full writ¬ 
ing credits on their new album Neont- 
wang and will be taking the stage on 
tour with them. 

“It has all gone really fast when I 
look back at it, I have done eight world 
tours in the last eight years,” he said. 

Jon, who studied sound design at 
Sandwell College after leaving school 
in the 1990s, got his first job with 
Robin 2 owner Mike Hamblett’s Sub 
Zero where he learned the ropes of 
being a monitor engineer. He moved 
on to working for Stage Audio Services 
based in Wordsley, which provides 
equipment and services for venues. 

After honing his skills at venues like 
Wolverhampton Civic and Wulfrun 
Halls, Jon was being sought to work 
on major tours. It was while working 
with Primal Scream that he faced 
nerve-wracking moments at the first 
Stone Roses reunion concert staged at 
Heaton Park, Manchester, in 2012. 


“Primal Scream got stuck in traf¬ 
fic meanwhile I was up on stage in 
front of 60,000 people. In the end they 
turned up and just had to run straight 
on stage with no checks or anything. 

“Fortunately it went well and Bobby 
Gillespie the singer came up to me af¬ 
terwards and said how good it all was.” 


He has also recently been touring 
non-stop with Beady Eye, Liam Gal¬ 
lagher’s post Oasis band. 

He said of the Mancunian wildman: 
“He is everything you would expect 
him to be. It has been quite testing at 
times. He always wants it louder but 
off stage he is much more friendly.”

FORMER pupils school are being asked 
to bring their old photographs to a school 
reunion next month. More than 70 people 
are expected to turn out to the reunion for 
former pupils of Tividale’s primary and sec¬ 
ondary schools on May 13, starting at 11am 

The event at Tividale Football Club in 
Hawfield Road, is open to any youngsters 
who were at Tividale Primary School, Tiv¬ 
idale Secondary Modern or Tividale Com¬ 
prehensive from the 1940s onwards. 

The event is being organised by Wendy 
Squires, now 73, who was a pupil at the 
primary school from 1946 to 1953. Mrs 
Squires, who was Wendy Wall in her school 
days, has been organising the events for the 
last five years, and on previous occasions 
old pupils from as far afield as Vancouver 
had turned out. 


Push for more security at 
schools after teacher killed 


MORE airport-style security and bag 
searches should be introduced in 
West Midlands schools, governors 
have said after the fatal stabbing of 
a teacher in Yorkshire. 

Spanish teacher Ann Maguire, aged 61, who 
was due to retire in September, was fatally in¬ 
jured last week at Corpus Christi Catholic Col¬ 
lege in Leeds. 

A 15-year-old boy remains in custody and 
West Yorkshire Police have confirmed that Mrs 
Maguire died from multiple stab wounds. 


School governors in the West Midlands say 
this case shows the pressing need for increased 
security. It comes after it was revealed earlier 
this month that 12 children have been excluded 
from schools in Wolverhampton for going in with 
weapons. Seven of the cases involved knives. 
The city’s council is the only authority in the 
Black Country to hold such figures for the past 
two academic years. 

Councillor Elizabeth Walker, former chil¬ 
dren’s services chief in Dudley, is a governor at 
both Wollescote and St James’s primary schools 
in Dudley and a member of the corporation of 


Dudley College. She said: “Weapons are easily 
available for those who are so disposed to carry 
one. As the culture grows for stabbings, people 
may consider it a way to defend themselves. 

“There’s also so much stress on young people 
with their emotions, exam pressures and things 
like cyber bullying to content with. 

“There’s a case for airport-style security in 
some schools. I know it would make some schools 
look like a fortress but life is more precious. This 
sort of incident is caused by the society in which 
we live. There is so much aggression in young 
people too.” 


Bid to build 
youth skills 

A TRUST which helps young people find 
employment within the construction in¬ 
dustry has linked with Dudley Council on 
its latest project. 

The Construction Youth Trust aims to 
work with the authority on a new course 
which will offer training and support for 
job seekers. 

The trust has run eight courses in Dud¬ 
ley borough since June 2013, reaching 135 
people in the 16 to 30 age group. 

Officials want to target towns where 
there is a high level of disadvantaged 
young people by taking a mobile class¬ 
room into the heart of the community.

Helping youth to 
be independent 

TEN young adults were celebrating after 
successfully completing a council’s inde¬ 
pendent travel training programme. 

Each person was presented with certif¬ 
icates for achieving an entry level course, 
run by Dudley Council, called working to¬ 
wards independent travel.

Former Albion steward died 
after walking in front of car 


WEST Bromwich Albion’s 
former assistant chief stew¬ 
ard was hit by a car when 
he walked out from behind a 
bus, an inquest heard. 

Michael ‘Mick’ Hodgetts was 
knocked down as he stepped out from 
behind the bus he had just alighted 
from at the junction of the A4123 Wol¬ 
verhampton Road and Brandhall Road 
in Oldbury. He died from his injuries. 

The 54-year-old had been out for a 


drink and was yards from his home. 
The car that hit him was travelling 
between 28 and 33mph on a road with 
a 40mph limit. 

The driver of the orange Fiat Punto, 
Parmjit Singh Bains, who was head¬ 
ing into Birminghamto work in a bar, 
would have had 0.8 of a second to see 
Mr Hodgetts, police estimated. That’s 
around half of the ‘thinking time’ a 
driver needs to react. 

Now a bank worker, Mr Bains, 26, of 
Russells Hall, Dudley, said: “I saw him 


at the point of impact. My recollection 
was I did not have time to brake.” 

Smethwick Coroner’s Court heard 
that a paramedic helped Mr Hodgetts, 
of Queensway, before an ambulance 
arrived. He died at Queen Elizabeth 
Hospital Birmingham on October 5. 

Senior Coroner Robin Balmain said 
cause of death were fatal injuries to 
the head and brain as a result of a road 
traffic collision. He said: “There was 
nothing unusual or improper about 
the manner of the driving of the car.”

A history of 
the Bodfish 
family tree 


MY TIME OVER 50S 


THE April meeting com¬ 
menced with a talk from 
Mary Bodfish entitled “Sin¬ 
gularities of Bodfish”.

As 
a teenager Mary was shown 
four marriage certificates by 
her father, the earliest being 
the wedding in 1838 in Tad- 
marton near Banbury, of 
her great great grandfa¬ 
ther John Bodfish. As a re¬ 
sult, Mary was completely 
hooked on researching her 
family tree. 

She went further back 
in time following the name 
back to Northamptonshire. 
In the 1980s Mary was 
contacted by Ralph Bodfish 
from California who was 
looking to link the Ameri¬ 
can Bodfishes to the English 
line. A Robert Bodfish had 
emigrated to Massachusetts 
a short time after the May¬ 
flower had landed. 

The family name gradu¬ 
ally spread across America 
to California, with a Bodfish 
Park in Barnstable, Mas¬ 
sachusetts, and a Bodfish 
town in California. The 
name even migrated north 
with the whaling fleet into 
Alaska. 

Mary’s research shows 
that anyone, anywhere with 
the Bodfish name is from 
the one English family. 

The Bodfish name has 
also been found in Maccles¬ 
field taking the name back 
to the 12th century.

Like 
anyone else who has seen TV illusion¬ 
ist Derren Brown’s live show Infa¬ 
mous, I have been asked not to reveal 
what happens in his act. 

That could be a problem for a re¬ 
viewer but I am happy to pledge that 
no spoilers will be found here. I would 
not want to spoil a hugely enjoya¬ 
ble and frequently amazing night at 


the theatre for those who have got a 
ticket. They will be selling fast once 
word gets around from Monday’s 
sell-out show about his jaw-dropping, 
mind-boggling tricks. 

He never suggests they are anything 
more than tricks but maintains the 
magic by not fully revealing how they 
are done. If Brown was less scrupulous 
he could no doubt make an equally lu¬ 
crative living as a stage psychic or a 
card sharp. 


The 43-year-old Londoner is with¬ 
out doubt a superb showman and his 
witty, rapid-fire delivery enhances his 
potent blend of conjuring, deception, 
memory techniques, body language 
reading, psychology and hypnosis. 

Put simply, he makes the appar¬ 
ently impossible happen and that has 
a much greater impact on stage than 
on television. 

Infamous continues to Saturday.

Success follows 
Embrace home 
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Albums 


YORKSHIRE rock band Em¬ 
brace return after an eight 
year musical absence with a 
self-titled album that should 
set them up for stadium-sized 
success and a remarkable 
comeback. 

The album Embrace (on Cooking 
Vinyl) features uplifting rock anthems 
with a touch of electronics and the key 
track is Follow You Home, a Killers-like 
surefire hit. Tracks like Refugees, I Run 
and At Once seem to have found a 
happy and very lucrative medium be¬ 
tween Coldplay and The Kaiser Chiefs. 

Embrace are in concert on Satur- 
dayat the 02 Academy in Birmingham. 

Paolo Nutini’s comeback was worth 
the wait as Caustic Love (Atlantic) is 
a stunningly good modern soul album. 

It draws on quality roots such as Sam 
Cooke and Otis Redding whilst feeling 
contemporary and, of course, having 
the distinctive rough yet soulful Nutini 
vocal. The last person to do something 
in a similar vein so very well was Amy 
Winehouse with Back to Black. 

The key track is the epic Iron Sky 
with its sampled speech by Charles 
Chaplin from movie The Great Dictator 
calling for people to maintain their hu¬ 
manity in the machine age. 

Other highlights include Let Me 
Down Easy, a song familiar to Palo- 
ma Faith fans but sampling the Betty 
LaVette 1965 soul classic and practi¬ 
cally turning it into a duet, plus Scream 
(Funk My Life Up) which signals the 
Glaswegian singer/songwriter’s switch 
from jaunty to funky. 

Nutini has a sold out concert at Wol¬ 
verhampton Civic Hall on May 30. 

The Pixies (mark II, Kim Deal having 
left) have released Indie Cindy (Pix- 
iesmusic) their first full studio album 
since 1991’s classic Tromp le Monde, 


made up from their recent EPs. The 
acerbic guitar style and Black Francis’s 
declamatory vocals have changed lit¬ 
tle. The Pixies still have a way with a 
menacing lyric — “half asleep with a 
loaded gun, in a room with a lightbulb 
sun” from Silver Snail — and are adept 
at both wild-eyed rock (Blue Eyed 
Hexe) and power pop (Ring the Bell). 

Dynamic Mexican guitar duo Rod¬ 
rigo y Gabriela’s new album 9 Dead 
Alive (Rubyworks,) features nine tracks 
highlighting their virtuosity and bristling 
with restless energy. Each of these 
acoustic guitar instrumentals has a 
dedication, including Russian novelist 
Dostokyevsky and medieval queen El¬ 
eanor of Aquitaine. 

It’s required listening for fans of fan¬ 
cy fretwork and those coming from a 
rock angle could particularly enjoy 
Fram with its relentless rolling power. 

A nautical theme pervades Haul 
Away! (Play It Again) Manchester folk 
singer/songwriter Liz Green’s atmos¬ 
pheric album of sea shanties and intro¬ 
spection with a wonky music hall influ¬ 
ence. Admirers of Tom Waits and Toris 
Amos should seek this album out. 


Hampered by one of the worst band 
names ever, London 60s outfit Tink- 
erbell’s Fairydust (Grapefruit) disap¬ 
peared after their eponymous album 
was pulled by Decca. However, it be¬ 
came sought after on the rare vinyl 
scene, selling for up to £1,000 on a 
certain online auction site. 

The reissue reveals a decent if unre¬ 
markable sunshine harmony pop offer¬ 
ing, exemplified by the likeable In My 
Magic Garden. There are also tracks 
from obscure spin-off bands and a 
cover of Jeff Lynne’s Follow Me Follow. 

Latest boy band sensation The 
Vamps, fronted by singer/guitarist 
Brad Simpson from Sutton Coldfield, 
have zoomed up the chart with their 
debut Meet The Vamps (Virgin EMI) 
and to their credit they have created 
their own buzz on YouTube rather than 
riding on the back of a TV talent show. 

It is bright and breezy guitar pop in 
the McFly mode, already yielding hits 
Can We Dance, Wild Heart and Last 
Night, plus a version of Paul Simon’s 
Cecilia. They will be in concert at Bir¬ 
mingham NIA on October 5.

it's 1954 and football kings of 
the Black country reign supreme 


SIXTY years ago,Black Country 
football stood at the very summit. 

Last Thursday marked the anniver¬ 
sary of Albion’s 1954 FA Cup triumph 
which brought to a climax what must 
be considered the finest season in the 
history of the region’s football. 

In these few square miles of hotly-con¬ 
tested turf between Molineux and The Haw¬ 
thorns, come the evening of May 1, 1954, 
English football had to concede supremacy. 
Wolves, champions a week earlier, had de¬ 
prived their neighbours of what would have 
been the 20th century’s first double. 

For compensation, runners-up Albion 
had to content themselves with a 3-2 FA 
Cup triumph over Preston North End, an¬ 
other major force at the time. 

But the dual triumph made the pair the 
kings of the era while writing an epic chap¬ 
ter to a rivalry that thrives to this day. The 
surviving members of the thousands of 
Baggies fans who poured down to Wembley 
will be dwindling in numbers now but they

surely cling to the memory of this period. 
This would be the start of Wolves’ greatest 
years with a team that swept forward pow¬ 
erfully and quickly and thrilled to the wing 
play of Mullen and Hancocks. 

Albion’s rise with an older group of play¬ 
ers which did not have the youthful back-up 
Stan Cullis had foreseen at Molineux, would 
be more short-lived. But the team of ’54 is 
no less fabled. Coached by the under-re¬ 
garded Vic Buckingham, they produced the 
kind of game with which Hungary had hu¬ 
miliated England the previous November. 

“The Team of the Century” one commen¬ 
tator memorably labelled them and to this 
day they are still regarded as the club’s fin- 
est.With Wolves winning their first Cham¬ 
pionship, there would be one further echo 
of this collision of rivals and stylists the 
following September when they contested 


the Charity Shield. As was the custom, the 
game was staged at the home of the league 
champions and 45,000 fans gathered at Mo¬ 
lineux to see the fireworks. And fireworks 
they got as Albion twice came back from 
two-goal deficits to draw the game 4-4. 

Watching from the sidelines, a young 
member of the Wolves groundstaff had 
his imagination fired. Ron Atkinson says 
today: “There was no-one taking any pris¬ 
oners. But they were two fantastic teams, 
it’s as simple as that. We all just watched in 
wonder really.” 

Behind the outcome of this Wolves-Albion 
head-to-head 60 years ago, lie all manner 
of curiosities and even conspiracy theo- 
riesBack then, representative football took 
priority and having largely ignored the 66- 
goal partnership between Ronnie Allen and 
Johnnie Nicholls, the FA’s selection panel 
suddenly picked both for a Scotland-Eng- 
land game at Hampden on the same day 
Albion would be facing Wolves. 

The gold and black would be without Billy 
Wright and Jimmy Mullen for the same 


reason but absence of the two forwards was 
deemed a greater loss in most circles. Was 
there mischief to this? The Albion corner 
will always believe the influential Wright 
recommended the Allen-Nicholls call-ups 
to balance out his team’s handicap. Wolves 
won the game 1-0 but the reverberations 
continued for many a year. 

The outstanding ‘playmaker’ Ray Barlow 
had to play up front and having scored a 
couple against Wolves the previous sea¬ 
son, legend has it Wolves defender Bill 
Shorthouse gave him a blunt warning: “You 
won’t be scoring two today, mate.” 

Whether by accident or design, Barlow 
took a meaty challenge from Shorthouse 
and limped out to passenger status on the 
wing. When, years later, Allen took over as 
Wolves manager one of his first acts was to 
give youth coach Shorthousehis cards. 

Separately, Albion and Wolves went toe- 
to-toe as fiercely as ever to dispute the big¬ 
gest club trophies football had to offer back 
then.But together, on this night 60 years 
ago, they reigned supreme.

Make a note to tune 
in to tonight's contest 


B lue, Engelbert Humperdinck, 
Bonnie Tyler - over the last few 
years, the UK has sent some 
pretty big names to Eurovision. And 
let’s be honest, the results have been 
underwhelming. 

So, this year it seems the powers- 
that-be have taken a different 
approach, and picked a rising star 
instead, in the form of Molly and her 
song Children of the Universe. 

Not that the singer, whose full 
name is Molly Smitten-Downes, is a 
total novice when it comes to 
performing in musical competitions. 

In 2012, she picked up the Best 
Urban/Pop Act prize at Live and 
Unsigned, and in 2013 won Best 
Song at the Best of British Unsigned 
Music Awards. 

However, she admits Eurovision is 
in a slightly different league. 

She says: “Oh, hands down it is 
the biggest audience I’ll ever have 
performed in front of - I don’t think it 
really gets much bigger as a 
platform, performing to so many 
people across a whole continent. 

“The biggest audience I’ve ever 
performed to would probably be a 


festival size - about 25,000 people - 
so with regard to the arena, I’ve done 
bigger, but with regard to the 180 
million watching at home... it’s 
almost impossible to get my head 
round that! 

But she’s trying not to let it faze 
her. “I suppose there is a positive 
sort of pressure as the first of a new 
kind of artist being chosen to 
represent the UK. This contest can 
be such a great platform for a new 
artist, it would be great if it came to 
be seen as a positive opportunity in 
the future. There is pressure, but 
nothing that isn’t healthy.” 

In fact, she’s hoping that she can 
even change the way a few people 
think about the contest. 

“There is a stigma around 
Eurovision, it would be foolish not to 
realise that, but there are great acts 
that come through the contest - like 
[2012 Swedish winner] Loreen - and 
at heart it’s a songwriters’ 
competition, so you’re always going 
to get some genuinely great music in 
the mix. 

‘That’s what I’m doing it for - I’d 
like to have a career as a songwriter 


and where else am I going to get an 
opportunity for 180 million people to 
hear my work? How do you top that?” 

In fact, she’s so excited about the 
competition, it seems she’s not even 
listening to the cynics who claim that 
it doesn’t matter who the UK send 
because no one will vote for us 
anyway, 

“This is all new to me, but I’d like to 
think that if the competition is based 
on the song, and if the people of 
Europe think my song is the best, 
then yes - I definitely think we can 
do well.” 

But as she takes the stage in 
Copenhagen, Denmark, the 
competition is going to be tough, 
especially when she’s up against the 
host nation’s Basim, German trio 
Elaiza, France’s Twin Twin, and 
Spain’s Ruth Lorenzo, who British 
viewers may recognise from The X 
Factor. 

Although the most eye-catching 
entrant may be Austria’s bearded 
drag artist Conchita Wurst, who 
should definitely give commentator 
Graham Norton something to talk 
about...

Not only did he 
score for the second successive home game, 
his sweeping left-foot drive from the edge 
of the box putting Wolves ahead in the fifth 
minute, but he was a constant threat down 
the right. 

Michael Jacobs headed the second in 


on 23 minutes, producing a majestic leap 
to nod home off the post after Scott Gol- 
bourne’s cross from the left had been al¬ 
lowed to bounce on the edge of the six-yard 
box. But three minutes laterNouha Dicko 
finally got on the scoresheet when he lashed 
home after Golbourne’s shot from Kevin 
McDonald’s pull-back had been parried by 
Jordan Pickford. 

Like many others, this 31st victory of the 
season could have been more emphatic. 

Wolves have breezed through League 
One with plenty to spare.
